LONDON, July 17.—Premier Ram- 
say MacDonald is to make a full 
statement on the naval disarmament 
question, Hon, A, V, Alexander, first 
lord of the admiralty, said when he 
was questioned in the house of com- 
mons, ‘The first lord added he could 
not say when the statement would be 
made, 

Mr. Alexander also said he was un- 
able to announce another date on 
which a decision would have been for- 
mulated on the future of the great 
Singapore naval base, a number of 
important and very difficult matters 
had to be taken into account, 

“It is hardly fair to press us for a 
statement today, especially when it ts 
considered the dominions must he 
consulted,” the first lord concluded.

LONDON, July 17.—The first rea) 
conflict between the new Labor gov- 
ernment and the opposition occurred 
in the House of Commons yesterday 
in the course of the debate on the 
financial scheme of Right Hon. J. H 
Thomas, minister of unemployment 
The Conservatives and Liberais were 
reluctant to allow the government to 
authorize an unknown amount of ex- 
penditure in connection with unem- 
ployment before parliament hag as- 
sented 

Right Hon. David Lioyd George, 
Liberal leader, said never in the whole 
history of parliament had such a pro- 
posal been submitted to the House of 
Commons. It was absolutely contrary 
to parliamentary contro). Right Hon 
Winston Churchill, former chancellor 
of the exchequer, moved the adjourn- 
ment of the house because no repre- 
sentative of the treasury was present 

Mr, Thomas hurriedly summoned 
Hon. F,. W. Pethick-Lawrence, finan- 
cial secretary to the treasury, and 
then Mr. Churchill wanted to with- 
draw his motion and allow the minis- 
ter to speak, But the Labor back- 
benchers insisted the motion should 
be put, and the opposition countered 
by not pressing it The motion was 
consequently negatived. The incident

WINNIPEG, Man.,, July 17 ~Parch- | 
ed grain fields in many districts of 
Manitoba, which had suffered from 
drought for many days, received some 
relief late Tuesday afternoon, 

A score of districts, in widely sep- 
arated parts of the proyince report- 
ed rain, mostly showers, during the 
afternoon, varying from a few minutes 
to one hour's duration, In some sec- 
tions the rain, while falling but a 
short time, was extremely heavy and 
will be of immediate benefit to field 
crops, 

Saskatchewan and Alberta, however 
were not so fortunate, The forecast 
predicted continuation of fair and 
warm conditions with probably scat- 
tered thunder showers, 

Cooler conditions were forecast for 
Manitoba 

Brandon, the centre of one of Mans 
itoba'’s greatest grain growing provin- 
cial districts, reported the highest tem- 
perature in the west, a maximum of 
93 degrecs shortly after noon, Later in 
the day, however, there was an elec- 
trical storm and heavy rain, The} 
rain was scattered Some sections 
received good showers, while others 
but a few miles distant, had none, 
There are districts in Manitoba, in the 
north, which have been without rain 
since the middle of June.

CHINA MAKES 
TWO DEMANDS 
UPON RUSSIA 


Asks Release of All Chinese 
Prisoners and Protection 
of Nationals in Russia

NANKING, China, July 17.— The | 
Nationalist government at midnight, 
just within the three days allotted by 
Soviet Russia, replied to the letter’s 
demands tn the Chinese eastern rail- 
ways cf Manchuria dispute. 

The Chinese made two demands, 
although emphasizing that they were 
not counter-demands ‘to those of the 
Russian note 

The first was that the Soviet should 
release all Chinese imprisoned in 
Russia, which were estimated in an 
earlier official statement at 1,000, The 
second was that the Soviet govern- 
ment should adequately protect 
Chinese nationalists in Russia from 
aggression and repression 

Moscow was informed that @ 
Chinese plenipotentiary was leaving 
Nanking for that capital to discuss 
all pending matters between the gov- 
ernments 

The plea was made that the action 
of the Chinese government in dismiss- 
ing Russian officials on the railway 
and talking over the various conces- 
siois wos justified because Soviet 
railroad officials had not carried 
faithfully the terms of the 1924 agree- 
ment providing for joint operation. 

The note concluded: “The National 


government will always welcome 
Soviet subjects. and merchants in 
China. but the recent arrest of 


Russians in Manchuria is only just, 
being necessary for the suppression of 
communist propaganda and the main- 
tenance of order in Manchuria.” 


LETHAL GAS 
KILLS THREE 


Escapes From Mechanical 
Refrigeration Plant in 
Chicago Apartment

CHICAGO, July 17—Lethal gas es- | 
caping from a mechanical refriger- 
ating system yesterday was blamed by 
health authorities for the deaths of 
those persons found asphyxiated in 
thelr apartment. The condition of the 
bodies and a leak in the building's 
refrigerating system indicated methy! 
chloride gas, used as a refrigerant, 
was responsible fr the deaths, Coroner 
Herman N, Bundesen said 

Those asphyxiated were 
Painter, 32, his wife Mary, 
their infant son, Joseph, Jr 

After investigating the tragedy, Cor- 
oner Bundesen ordered immediate sus~ 
pension of operation of all mechanical 
refrigerating systems using methyl 
chloride gas and declared he would 
seek @ special session of the city coun- 
cil to legalize the edict, Officials es- 
timated approximately 75,000 instal- 
lations with perhaps 400,000 individual 
units would be put out of operation 
by the order

Seeks Solution 
The visit is primarily due to the 


present unemployment situation in 
Edmonton, Mr, Forke said, and ex- 
pressed the hope that a solution 


would be found although with the 
present evidence of a short crop, it 
was probable the problem will be a 
hard one to crack, The minister had 
nothing definite to say on the sub- 
ject, preferring to wait until after 
the provincial government had been 
visited. 

He stated, however, that in Regina 
a satisfactory meeting had been held 
with the government of Saskatchewan 
and that a proper understanding had 
been _ reached, The department 
wanted to work with the provincial 
governments and the minister was 
anxious to hear the views of Alberta. 

Dealing with the unemployment

PAST AND FUTURE 

The speech which Hon. Frank Oliver 
gave in formally opening the exhibition 
proved the wisdom shown by the directors 
in asking him to perform that. function, 
No other living man could have drawn 
upon his memory for such an array of 
interesting reminiscences of H!dmonton 
and the west and thrown these upon the 
screen with such telling effect. Mr. Oliver 
carries about with him more intimate 
information of the pioneer times than has 
ever been set down in print, and when he 
tells the story the past is made to live 
again, His address on Monday evening 
gave a picture of the Mdmonton of fifty 
years ago which will not fade easily from 
the minds of his hearers, It was appro- 
priate to the occasion to the last degree. 
It was, besides, a notable contribution to 
current knowledge of those distant days, 
and a copy should be preserved on that 
account in the civic or provincial archives. 

But these reminiscences, interesting as 
they are, were the basis upon which the 
speaker built his argument that the 
exhibition has to do with the future, not 
the past, The pioneering days are gone. 


The conditions with which the early 
settlers had to struggle have passed. But 
the primary object of the exhibition 


remains; to inspire, encourage and pro- 
mote the success of the farming industry. 
That, after all; is the essential purpose of 
the Edmonton fair. Agriculture is the 
economic foundation of this western 
country. Trade expands and industries 
multiply as the aggregate profits from the 
farms increase. While it is proper that all 
interests be given due recognition, the 
thing of vital concern is that the farming 
population shall prosper. Through the 
half century that has gone the Edmonton 
exhibition has been one of the factors in 
promoting that prosperity. It must con- 
tinue to play ds useful a part in the years 
to come,

ture, Now since we are all more or 
less subject to each and all of these 
attachments and to the traits of char- 
acter that develop them, we may rena- 
dily have a touch of a complex about 
them, And though you are quite com.

stood by your simple-minded friends,
